Brian  Ellerson,  Frank  Longo,  Dave  Wurst,  Scott  Allan,  and  Scott  Clark  all  joined  Conway  in  topping  .300 
in  batting  average.  Corey  Hammon  led  the  pitching  staff  with  11  wins,  four  complete  games,  and  103 
strikeouts.

He  finished  at  18-1  in  Tournament 
matches  on  the  year,  and  15-1  at 
Dual  Meets.  He  took  first  place  at 
184  pounds  at  the  MSU 
Invitational,  the  Kutztown 
Invitational,  the  Spartan 
Invitational,  the  Hunter 
Invitational,  and  the  Metro  Conference  Tournament. 

Aliakseyenka  also  wrestled  up  a  class  at  197  pounds  at  a  Quad-Match  with 
Springfield  College,  Western  New  England,  and  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard.  He  won  all 
three  of  his  matches,  and  ended  up  finishing  5-0  at  197  pounds  in  addition  to  his  31- 
4  record  at  184  pounds.

He  was 

one  of  only  three  players 

on  the  team  to 

accumulate  over  100 

total  bases,  with  102,  and 

one  of  only  three  players 

to  stroke  more  than  60 

hits  (Wurst  finished  with 

68,  behind  only  Craig  Conway's  91). 

Wurst  led  the  team  by  collecting  57  runs,  30  runs  batted,  23  walks  and  he  posted  a  .452  on  base 
percentage.  He  also  led  the  team  in  steals  with  24,  and  this  year  he  broke  the  MSU  career  stolen 
base  record,  finishing  up  with  68  in  his  four  years. 

Wurst  helped  the  team  to  their  Mid-Atlantic  Regional  Championship,  going  8-for-19  with  nine 

runs  and  nine  runs  batted  in  during  the  four-game  tournament,  including  three  runs  and 
three  ribbies  in  the  Championship  game. 

Wurst's  accomplishments  this  season  earned  him  spots  on  the  NCAA  Div.  Ill  Mid- 
Atlantic  All-Region  Team,  the  All-NJAC  First  Team,  the  All-ECAC  Metro  First  Team,  the 
Mid- Atlantic  Regional  All-Tournament  Team,  the  ABCA  NCAA  Div.  Ill  All- American 
Second  Team,  and  the  NJCBA  All-Star  Second  Team.

Maggie  Findlay  truly  dominated  the  opposition  this  year  while  leading  the  Red  Hawks  Women's 
Soccer  team  to  the  EC  AC  Championship.  While  the  defense  held  opponents  to  just  13  goals  on  the 
season,  Findlay  nearly  doubled  that  herself,  knocking  in  an  MSU-record  25  goals,  including  six 
game-winners,  on  104  shots  in  23  games.  Add  in  her  seven  assists,  and  she  finished  the  year  with  ^7 
points,  26  better  than  the  next  on  the  list. 

Her  final  year  here  at  MSU  was  a  rewarding  one,  as  she  took  home  a  plethora  of  honors,  including 
All-NJAC  First  Team,  Mid-Atlantic  All-America,  and  MSU  Player  of  the  Year.  In  addition,  she 
finished  off  her  career  with  the  ECAC  Tournament  MVP  award  after  racking  up  three  goals  and  an 
assist  in  the  three-game  tournament.

It's  hard  to  imagine  a  season  like  the  one  Craig  Conway  put  together  in  2001.  Unless,  of  course, 
you're  playing  a  video  game.  Conway  led  the  Red  Hawks  Baseball  team  to  the  NJAC 
Championship,  to  a  second-straight  Mid- Atlantic  Regional  Championship,  and  back  to  the 
College  World  Series,  where  the  Red  Hawks  finished  third. 

He  led  the  Red  Hawks  not  just  in  the  clubhouse,  not  just  by  setting  examples,  but  by  putting 
together  a  season  rarely  seen  at  any  level  of  competition.  You  can  pick  out  any  offensive  statistic, 
and  you  don't  have  to  look  far  for  his  name.  It's  usually  at  the  top.  Conway  started  all  49  games 
for  the  Red  Hawks,  led  the  team  with  204  at-bats,  a  .446  average,  91  hits,  nine  homeruns,  an 
astounding  .696  slugging  percentage,  142  total  bases,  and  a  .481  on  base  percentage.  In  addition, 
he  broke  MSU  career  records  for  hits 
(290),  doubles  (66,  including  16  in  2001), 
and  triples  (17,  including  four  this  year). 

Those  numbers  earned  him  the  National

Built  in  1908,  College 
Hall  stands  as  the  oldest 
building  on  campus, 
housing  just  a  few 
classrooms  in  contrast  to 
the  many  classrooms  it 
held  over  ninety  years 
ago.  It  is  now  home  to 
the  Office  of  the 
President  as  well  as 
many  departmental 
offices.

Life 
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Still  home  to  the  many 
organizations  and 
services  of  the  S.  G.  A., 
the  Student  Center 
continues  to  be  the  focal 
point  of  most  student 
activities.  Built  in  1972 
with  the  annex  added  on 
in  1982,  the  building  also 
houses  a  student 
cafeteria,  ballrooms,  the 
C-Store,  the  bookstore, 
and  the  ever-popular 
Rathskellar.  Nicknamed 
"The  Ratt",  the 
Rathskellar  is  a  place 
where  students  can  find 
food  at  just  about  any 
time  of  the  day, 
and  especially 
when  looking  for 
a  midnight  snack 
with  the  "Late 
Night  At  the  Ratt" 
food  program. 
Whether  it  is  2pm 
or  2am,  the  SC  is 
always  open  for 
,'  ,,  business. 
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Morehead  Hall  was  originally 
MSU's  training  ground  for 
future  teachers.  It  was  a  high 
school  during  its  early  years 
and  today  acts  as  the  Academic 
Success  Center,  where  students 
can  seek  academic  advising 
and  find  help  in  achieving  their 
career  goals  with  the  career 
services  and  cooperative 
education  programs  offered  by 
the  Center. 


Dedicated  to  Henry  A. 
Sprague,  the  second  presi- 
dent of  the  imiversity, 
Sprague  Library  holds 
within  its  walls  one  million 
plus  books,  several  viewing 
and  listerung  rooms,  him- 
dreds  of  periodicals  in  hard 
copy  and /or  microfiche  or 
film,  and  a  computer  lab. 
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Originally  a  residence  hall 
at  MSU.,  Chapin  Hall  is  now 
an  academic  building  and 
home  to  the  Center  of  Peda- 
gogy and  the  Teacher  Educa- 
tion Program.  It  holds  class- 
rooms, faculty  and  depart- 
mental offices,  and  the  Cur- 
riculum Resource  Center, 
which  acts  as  a  resource 
library  for  M.S.U.'s  future 
teachers. 
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Dickson  Hall  was  built  in  the 
early  1990's  to  house  the  College 
of  Humanities  and  Social  Sci- 
ences. It  holds  departmental 
offices,  a  faculty  lounge,  and  the 
Brantl  Lecture  Hall.  Its  most 
popular  feature,  however,  is  the 
Red  Hawk  Express  lunch  truck 
parked  outside,  where  students 
can  run  out  to  grab  a  quick  bite 
to  eat  in  between  classes. 
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The  Theater  and  Broadcasting 
Dept.'s  home  is  here  at  Life 
Hall  and  Memorial 
Auditorium.  The  auditorium 
was  built  in  1957  and  seats  over 
one  thousand  people.  It  is 
often  used  by  the  Theater  Dept. 
for  their  performances.  Life 
Hall  holds  a  dance  studio, 
numerous  classrooms,  and  the 
Dumont  TV  Center  used  by  ~ 
Broadcasting  students. 


Dedicated  to  Edna  McEachern 
in  1962,  former  chairperson  of  the 
Music  Dept.  at  M.S.U., 
McEachern  Music  Building 
features  a  recital  hall,  two 
rehearsal  rooms,  and  many 
private  practice  studios.    Its 
locker-lined  halls  where  students 
store  their  music  sheets  and 
instruments  have  been  noted  to 
resemble  those  of  a  high  school. 
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Built  in  1969,  Partridge  Hall 
was  dedicated  to  E.  Dalton 
Partridge,  this  university's  third 
president.  Though  once  home 
to  the  College  of  Humaiuties 
and  Social  Sciences,  the 
Accotinting,  Finance, 
Marketing,  and  Information 
Sciences  majors  from  the  School 
of  Business  can  now  be  found 
roaming  its  halls  and  filling  its 
classrooms. 
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As  is  written  above  its  doors, 
Richardson  Hall  is  home  to  the 
College  of  Science  and 
Mathematics.  The  building 
contains  many  computer  and 
science  labs,  as  well  as  a  few 
lecture  haUs  with  the  old- 
fashioned  stadium  seating. 
Particularly,  it  is  home  to 
Computer  Science,  Math,  and 
Physics  majors. 
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Completed  in  2000,  Science  Hall 
stands  as  the  newest  addition  to 
the  M.S.U.  campus.  Though  it 
experienced  many  problems 
upon  first  being  opened.  Science 
Hall  is  now  completely  up  and 
running.  It  houses  several 
science  labs,  dept.  offices,  and  a 
greenhouse.  One  of  its 
distinguishing  features,  though, 
is  the  mosaic  displayed  in  the 
front  hall  of  the  building. 


Finley  Hall  was  dedicated  to 
Charles  S.  Finley,  former  Dean  of 
Instruction,  in  1957.  Mallory  Hall 
was  added  in  later  years  and 
dedicated  to  Virgil  Mallory  in 
1963,  former  chairperson  of  the 
Math  Dept.  Though  Mallory's 
rooms  serve  students  from 
different  majors,  Finley's  rooms 
are  mostly  dedicated  to  the 
natural  sciences. 
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Once  the  Panzer  College  of 
Physical  Education  and  Hygiene, 
Panzer  Gym  was  dedicated  to 
Henry  Panzer,  the  Swiss-born 
gymnast,  in  1958.  It  houses 
classrooms  for  physical 
education  majors  and  many 
gyms  and  a  swimming  pool,  as 
well  as  a  fitness  room  for  student 
use.  The  football  field  can  be 
foxmd  directly  behind  the  gym. 
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Completed  in  recent  years, 
Floyd  Hall  Arena  holds  two  ice- 
skating  rinks  open  to  the  M.S.U. 
commtmity  and  to  the  public.  It 
is  home  to  many  league  hockey 
teams,  as  well  as  to  the  champion 
Red  Hawks  Ice  Hockey  Team. 
Floyd  HaU  offers  many  instruc- 
tive programs  and  cUnics  for 
anyone  interested  in  hockey 
and /or  figure  skating. 
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Though  originally  built  only  for 
temporary  housing,  the  Clove 
Road  apartments  are  still 
standing,  and  still  lived  in, 
approximately  twenty  years  later. 
These  apartments  offer 
upperclassmen  the  convenience 
of  on-campus  living,  yet  without 
the  on-campus  rules.  The  living 
room,  kitchen,  and  bathtub  are 
another  added  plus. 


Dedicated  to  the  first  chair- 
person of  the  Fine  Arts  Dept., 
Calcia  Hall  is  home  to  this  dept. 
As  a  result,  its  halls  are  filled 
with  student  artwork.  The  lawn 
is  covered  by  sculptures ,  and 
the  building  itself  is  decorated 
with  sculpted  placards,  colored 
tiles  and  an  intricately  designed 
gate,  all  representative  of  the 
creativity  and  imagination 
which  flows  within  its  walls. 
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Freeman  Hall  is  one  of  the 
older  residence  halls  on  campus, 
having  been  built  in  1963,  a 
detail  that  is  obvious  when  one 
looks  at  the  brightly  colored 
panels  in  the  windows.  Located 
on  the  southern  end  of  campus. 
Freeman  Hall  is  set  far  apart 
from  most  of  the  other  residence 
halls,  adding  a  little  more  peace 
and  quiet  for  the  students  who 
choose  to  live  there. 
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Russ  Hall  was  originally  built 
to  be  a  residence  hall,  though 
later  made  an  office  building. 
In  97-98,  it  was  returned  to  its 
roots  and  is  once  again  a  living 
establishment.  Its  rooms  are 
assigned  through  an 
application  process,  and  even 
then  it  is  very  selective.  A  nice 
plus:  air  conditiorung  and  a 
microfridge. 
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Blanton  Hall  is  the  largest 
residence  hall  on  campus,  with 
approximately  600  students 
living  within  its  walls.  It  was 
built  in  1980  and  has  one  of  the 
two  cafeterias  for  on-campus 
residents,  with  the  other 
cafeteria  in  the  Freeman  annex. 
It  is  the  only  building  on 
campus  with  rooms  that  face 
into  the  building. 


Built  in  1971  and  originally  a 
females-only  residence  hall, 
Bohn  Hall  is  now  the  tallest  co- 
ed residence  hall  on  campus 
with  sixteen  stories  of  rooms, 
offices  and  classrooms.  Total,  it 
houses  approximately  550 
students  and  more  freshmen 
than  any  other  building.  Bohn 
Hall  is  also  one  of  the  few 
residence  halls  on  campus  with 
community  bathrooms. 
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Originally  the  male-only 
residence  hall  on  campus. 
Stone  Hall  has  been  co-ed 
since  1993.  It  has  served  as  a 
residence  hall  for  more  years 
than  any  other  on  campus. 
In  addition,  because  of  its 
small  size,  Stone  Hall  resi- 
dents are  all  very  close  and 
all  share  a  strong  sense  of 
pride  in  their  commuruty. 
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Webster  Hall  is  the  only 
single-sex  residence  haU  on 
campus.  Bviilt  in  1962,  it 
houses  approximately  100 
women.  However,  its  small 
size  only  adds  to  the  sense  of 
pride  of  its  residents  as  is 
evident  by  a  sign  that  hangs  in 
its  front  hall  which  reads: 
"Welcome  to  our  Queen-dom." 
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Wanna  dance?  Everyone  at  the  foam  party 
had  a  great  time  dancing  to  the  DJ's  music, 
including  SGA  legislator,  George  Mesias.
